A company has Ijoen formc.l at 
Glasgow, Kcotlan4, says an cxchanj^'Oj 
to operate iu the forest hinds of Oregon 
and Wasliingtoii Territory, for the ]>ur- 
pose of utilizing a process of clearing 
forests by steam, introduced into Scot- 
land a few years since. Tliis method 
is as follows: A traction engine of 
twelve horse power is stationed Fonio 
distance from the wood, and a wire 
chain is fastened to a tree. Steam is 
then pat on, and the trco is pulled 
forcibly out by the roots. Upwards of 
900 trees per d.ay of ten hours can bo 
pulled out by this process. Tbo com- 
pany will commence operations with 
fifty engines, which are now being 
manufactured for them, to bo located 
and worked in difieront sections of the 
country,.aQd;it is calculated, that, - in 
the coifrso of a' few years, fTio ' whole 
northwest of the United States will be 
cleared and opened up for settlement.

— A Itoiuo dispatch 
announces that Italy has recognized the 
independence of Itoumanin by tho ap- 
pointment of an Italian plenipotentiary 
to Bucharest. 

Er:nLi.\, Doc. ."3. — It is reported that 
Oortscliukofl' left here well satisfied 
with tilt! result of his visit. Ho had 
repeated interviews with ambassadors 
of leading powcr.s. 

St. PnTERSBiiRfi, Dec. 1. — The Czar 
arrived safely this afternoon and pro- 
ceeded to his winter palace in an open 
sleigh. Great crowds of troops, who 
were lining the streets, clieored him 
enthusiastically. 

Bi;uLix, Dec. .3. — A dispatch .says the 
Czar will inform the nobility of Mos- 
cow, at l)i.s reception to-day, of his de- 
termination to call a number of un- 
ollicial advisors to a.ssist him in the 
government of the empire. The coun- 
cil will 1)0 purely deliberative without 
any right of control or interference, 
and will bo chosen partly by suflerages 
of the middle and ])easant clas.ies, and 
partly by direct, nomination, by the 
Czar, from the ranks of hereditary no- 
bility. Other measures of local reform 
will also bo .muouncod. These innova- 
tions have been strongly (idvocaterl by 
the Czarowitch. 

In tho Prus.sian diot to-day, Count 
VonEntenburg, minister of tbt; in- 
terior, in replying to tho questions as 
to the reasons for the continuance of 
the minor state of seige, declared that 
tho samo state of tliing.s that was preva- 
lent last year etill existed. Secrect .social 
deinoci-atic agitation, he said, had in- 
crcRsed and connections with foreign 
agitators were maintained. 

iiOXnox, Dec. 3, — A dispatch from 
Paris says that the Archbishop of 
Meachlin, Belgium, in a recent pas- 
toral, asserts that the Pope is not in- 
fallible, except whoXi ho judges what 
rests on the testimony of God and that 
of his revealed truth or his revealed 
law. This is intended to rebut tho 
charge that the Belgian bishops ai-e 
guilty of a schism or disobedience in 
disregarding tho Pope's' admonitions, 
respecting the educational agitation. 

The Bishop of Tournay, the most 
violent opponent of tho Liberal cabinet 
has been superceded by tbo administra- 
tor appointed by the Pope.

. The rooms were never crowded, but tho

They bought freely the many 
useful articles with which each table was 
well supplied and as the prices were, with 
a few exceptions, low, the salo was speedy. 
The stall-holders evidently- knew well the 
yaluopf the ;riinible dollar. Tlio amount 
re'o'eivcd' vras ' §334, a very good return 
considering that tho sewing party com- 
menced their labor (,'f love only two 
months ago. Wo feel .sure tliat at the re- 
opening .^next Saturday aftenioiin tlien; 
iriir-beagbodly gathering. T'lic windows 
and organ -will give, wo doubt not, groat 
satisfaction, but too .^often when a church 
is re-opened they who most deserve re- 
mombraneo aro forgotten. Wo nionn tho 
architect and contractors. Mr, Teaj,'ue 
has, wo aro informed, been romarltably 
successful in hi.i plan, and that plan has 
been carried out wit!; thoir usual care and 
skill by Barrett & ^^•illialns. 

Dn. York delivered an ndininible fare- 
troll lecttn-o last oveniui;. Tlioro was a 
good attendance. He ridiculed cheap 
labor as a mistake, attacked tho laud sys- 
items of the world, uniyorsal suflrago, tmd 
the financial bases on which business and 
governments aro founded. The Chinese, 
fio claimed, are an injury — not on ac- 
count of thoir rcliginu and liabits— to the 
white laborer, but bocau.so they produce 
an, over])lu3 of labor. The lecturer an- 
nounced himself adisci^doof Malthus;and 
speaking of cliildron'saidit was not num- 
bers but quality that the world stood in 
need of. Dr. York spoko for more than 
two hours in a forcible and eloquent strain ; 
and if ho wore not so ' 'down on" churches 
we think that oven the most ortimdox 
would delight to hear him. 

Doo PoI.so^■I^'o. — A valuable hound 
was poisoned in the vicinity of Langford 
Lake on Sunday last. It would appear 
that tho dog picked up tho poison in tlio 
public highway, but by whom tlio poison 
-was laid has not, of course, been ascer- 
tained. Parties in tho habit of throwing 
poisonous matter on tho sti-cots and roads 
are reminded that a law exists prohibit- 
ing the reprehensible practice and that 
on conviction thoy are subject to a heavy 
and well dbadryed^'perty ty. 



Prof. Tieman has made a report on tho 
Skagit mines which tho IntelUgeiKfi- pub- 
lishes. Ho says: Euby Creek is one of 
tho tributaries of the Skagit rivor, and 
empties into it about 130 miles from its 
mouth, and heads adjacent to tho 49th 
parallel. It lian for its feeders Panther, 
Granite and Canyon, and ono known as 
Three Fools Creek. Kuby Creek proper 
is about ton miles in length, and is fed at 
the forks by Canyon and Granite Creeks. 
Tho bed-rock found in the crook is a slate 
formation, which stands alinost perpen- 
dicukr, notwithst^ding the evidence of 
vast aqueou»"erbs!dn "and glacial action, 
which is conspicuous on all sides, more 
particularly on tho adjacent mountains. 
The gravel deposit in tho creek is princi- 
pally granite quartz and porphyry, and in 
many places aro found serpentine and 
greenstone. The bedrock stands well to 
hold gold, as it is nearly porpondicular. 
and partially decomposed, thereby having 
natur.al riffles for depositing and holding 
the gold that may have sifted into thonf, 
thus prepared by nature to catch it. * * 
I prospected tho creek for several miles, 
and found dirt that would pay from tlvo 
to fifteen dollars a day, to tho hand, when 
properly worked either by vwing dannning 
or by flunio^ This I consider extremely 
good for tho surface diggings; with the 
prospects of a much larger yield on tho 
bedrock, which I have been told yields in 
many instances from to 81 to tho pan. 
* * * All that is necossaiy to make the 
Skagit mines a succoss is a mulo trail, so 
that the miners can bo supplied with food, 
and working materials at reasonable rates, 
a sawmill to cut hnnbor for fluuung, build- 
ing, &c. With this I am .satisfied that 
paying ground has already boon prospect- 
ed which would give cmploymont to from 
five to ton thousand men. 

A public meeting was cnnvoned at 
Seattle at which Judge Jacobs presided. 
He predicted that next spring will wit- 
ness tho biggest rush ever known on this 
portion of tho coxst to the.so mines, and 
tho question now is, who shall onjoy tho 
benefits of this excitement? Suppose, 
said tho Judge, that fivo thousand men fit 
out in Seattle; it is safe to estimate that 
each one will spend at least fifty dollars 
for an outfit, tools, provisions, etc. ; this 
would jiut from two luindred thousaiul to 
half a million didlarn in circulation in a 
short tiino, and tho conaequoneo of such 
an amount, added to tho usual spring busi- 
ness, wnuld make tilings in Seattle fairly 
boom. Why should nur people not onjoy 
tho benefit to ho derived froui products 
taken from thoir own soil? Thj English 
[British Columbia] Governmont, with com- 
mondablo energy, was moving in tho 
matter of putting a route in passable con- 
dition in tho hope of securing a vast trade 
for Victoria, and wo must tike hold at 
onco or else our nnighbors across tho lino 
will enjoy tho benefits that justly l)olong 
to us. After some remarks from other I 
gentlemen a subsoriptiou list was opened 
and the meeting adjourned for one week. 

A SuDDKN E.^PLosiox. — On Sunday af- 
ternoon a man rapped at tho door of a 
well known dentist residing on Fort 
street, and having gained admission stat- 
ed that ho had a desire to sell a ritlo 
which ho hold in his hand. The dentist 
replied that he did not think lio required 
any such instrument to assist him in his 
professional operations, but taking it from 
the man proceeded tn oxamino it, first 
asking if it was loaded. Tho visitor re- 
plied in the ni}gativo and the dentist 
tliercnpon pulled tho trigger up and tried 
tho lock, liolding tlio nnizzlo downwards. 
Tho rille ininicdiately went off and the 
ball with which it was loaded cut a hole 
through the dentist's chair and passed out 
through tho wall of the apartment. Of 
course the room wa.s filled with smoke; 
but when that had cleared away it was 
fouiul that tho une.xpected visitor had also 
disappeared, leaving tlio rifie bohinil him. 
Tho supposition is that tho man hadstolou 
tho rifle and did not Icnow wliether it was 
loaded or not. Ho has not since been 
.■!oon. It was a fortunate circumstance 
that the dentist pointed the rifle towards 
tho floor, othorwiso tho ball might liavo 
killed any ono of the members of his fam- 
ily who were seated in tho adjoining 
room.

A. OKAPTER or STEAMBOAT ACOI 
SEI7TS. 

Total Loss of tho Steamer aienora. 

On Saturday morning we chronicled tho 
collision which took placo in the harbor 
between the steamers Wdsou G. Hunt 
and Enterprise, in which tho latter vessel 
sustained considenible damage. On Sun 
day morning wo recorded the accident to 
the steamer Reliance, which fortunately 
was not of so aeripus a character as at first 
reported; and this' raoniing we have to 
announce tho total loss of the steamer 
Glenora, which took placo under tho fol- 
lowing circumstances: On Friday last 
when news was received at Now West- 
nnnster that tho Reliance was ashore at 
Paget Sound Bar the Glenora, was dis- 
patclied to her a88lBiaiico;~Iiaving on board 
hawsers, tackle and other saving applian- 
ces. The Reliance, liowever, floated ofl" 
without the Glenora 's assistance and both 
steamers startod down tho rivor for New 
Westminster tho Glononi loading tho way. 
At 10 o'clock on Sunday morning, when 
otr Farr's Ranch, above the mouth of Har- 
rison irlver, tlio Glononv "struck, a rock. 
Tho water rushed in with groat velocity 
through a largo hole mado in tho fore part 
of the vessel and in less timo than it takes 
to iloscribo Lho occurrence she sunk. All 
hands on Ixiard climbed to tho upper dock 
and were taken otl' by tho Reliance which 
luckily was close behind. Tho cabin fur- 
niture and a number of • other moveahlo 
articles were saved, but tho boat will 
doubtless prove a total lo.ss. An ofTortwill 
1)0 mado to remove hor machinery, but as 
tho current is very rapid whore sho lies it 
is doul>tful whether the endeavor will bo 
successful. Tho accident is attributed to 
tlie unusually low stage of tho river. Tlie 
Glenora was owned by Oapt. J. Irving, 
and was built horo hi 1874. For several 
years she was employed in tho Stickeen 
River trado, but lias recently boon plying 
on the Frasor. Her value is roughly es- 
timated at 810,000 — uninsured. On ar- 
riving at Now Westminster tho Reliance 
went on the ways for repairs. Sho got off 
Puget Sound Bar at 5 o'clock on Satur- 
day afternoon.

During an interval between tho 

speeches at the Salisbury reception at 

the Manchester Exchange, tho crowd 

orideavorod to amuse itself by listening 

to two small boys who wore singing a 

sang of a liigb political flavor, written 

"expressly for the occasion," and of 

wliicli the chorus ran : — 

" So to tho Gardens take j'our way, 
And with aach gallant Tory 

For Hcnconsflold we'll shout huzza— 
Ho Is our jjridc ami clorv," 

The imporlurbaijlo manner and busi- 
ness-like rapidity with wliicli theyoung- 
slcrs delivered themselves of this stuff 
at the top of their voices, while keep- 
ing a keen oyo upon possible purchas- 
ers of their broadsheets, were much 
ap))reciated by the ring of listeners, A 
similar crowd was gathered round a 
body of some five or six men and wo- 
men, who were lustily pouring out a 
difTerent song, of which a part of one 
verse is perhaps too good to be lost: — 

" Tlie Libcrnla say thcj- always to your interests have 
been true, 

I think with mc you will njice that's hoop-dc-Joo- 
dcni-doo : 

Thev was Ions: cnoxtifh in olllce, whv didn't they do 
it then V 

Thoy never Kavc a lot away to honest working'- 
men." 

The .scene in the Pomona Gardens, 
Manchester, where Lord Hartington 
and ilr. Bright spoko, is thus describ- 
ed: — The long interval of waiting bo- 
fore the arrival of the heroes of the 
occasion was enlivened by the singing 
of political songs set to familiar airs. 
Tho musical timo was directed in con- 
cert fashion by a conductor, who had 
good instrumental support from a brass 
band.

His 'Destrudtion Aeraln AttempioC. 
IS HIS A OHABMBD LIFS'? :3 

SIoscow, Dec. 4. — After the arrival 
of the Emiieror last nigiit, whilst a se- 
cond train containing baggage was on 
the way hither, an explosion occurred. 
Ono baggage van was blown to pieces 
and seven carriages were thrown off 
the rails, but nobody was injnrecl. The 
explosives wliich destroyed tho Imper- 
ial baggage train are stated to have 
been placed on iMonday evening under 
the rails at a point over wliich tho 
Imperial train would pass just before 
entering the Moscow railway station. 
The Czar arrived safely, however, at 11 
o'clock iMonday night, and tlio explo- 
sion occurred on tho [lassago of the 
baggage train linlf an hour afterwards. 
Searcli is being mado for the perpetra- 
tors of tlie outrage. Tho Czar will 
arrive in St. Petersburg to-morrow. 

LoxDON, Dec. 3. — A St. Petersburg 
dispatcli s.'iys tho tunnel containing 
tho powder train ran 150 feet from a 
house underneath the ]iormaiiont road- 
way. Tho first si)aii of the tunnel was 
built of stone. Some persons who wove 
standing on ihe embankuientastlio bag- 
gage train passed, imagining it was the 
Czar's train, chcero'.l, which was the 
signal for exploding the nunc. 

Tiicro is much rejoicing over tlie 
Czar's escape. The city is decorated 
with llag.s. 

^loscow, Dec. 3. — To-day a deputa- 
tion proceeded to tho Kremlin to con- 
gratulate his majesty upon his visit to 
Moscow. Previous to tho Emperor's 
arrival in tho hall of tlio audience the 
lord marshal gave the deputations news 
of the catastrophe of the previous even- 
ing. His hearers appeared for a mo- 
mont thundcrstruclc, but immediately 
afterwards broke into loud cheers for 
the Emperor's escape. The Emperor 
appeared in St. CJeorgc's hall at noon 
and was presented liy the municipal 
authorities witli bread and salt, when 
he spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen: I am very glad to see 
you again, I'emembering the loyal at- 
tachment which you evinced on the oc- 
casion of the sad event of April 1-ltli, 
Similar assurances then reached me 
fi'om all parts. You aro already ac- 
quainted witb the events of yesterday. 
God has preserved mo as avcU as those 
traveling with me, and I am anxious 
only for the welfare of Russia. I have 
placed myself in the liands of provi- 
dence, but sedition must be extirpated. 
I appeal therefore to all right-minded 
people to aid me in tho crad:.;ation of 
this evil which has taken lOot in Rus- 
sia. I address myself to parents and 
urge them to conduct their children in 
tho paths of truth and righteousness, in 
order that they may become, not mis- 
creants, but useful men and good citi- 
zens, 

^[qsc'OW, Dee, 3. — A jicrson who was 
in tho baggage train at tlie timo of tho 
explosion says that a baggage train of 
H carriages and two locomotives was 
dispatched half an hour before the 
train carrying tho emperor, but by 
fortunate ch-inco the Czar's train over- 
took tho baggage train, passed and left 
it somo distance behind. The explosion 
attracted tho police and a crowd of 
people,, who were loud in their ex- 
pression of horror. Telegraphic com- 
munication was interrupted for a time, 
owing to tlio posts having been thrown 
down by the explosion. Two railway 
ofBcials, who were in the immediate 
vicinity, were badly injured. The 
]Dcrpetrators doubtless thought the 
Czar was in the second train. The 
public prosecutor and magistrate soon 
arrived. A letter was found in the 
court yard of an empty bouse. Con- 
cealed under the snow a wire, connect- 
ed with a battery in an out-house from 
which passing-trains could easily be 
seen, was found. The house was bougiit 
in September by a young man who stat- 
ed he was a citizen of Samara. He 
had been observed digging in his cellar 
by his neighbors, but disarmed sus- 
picion by declaring that his reason for 
doing it was to obtain sand. From this 
cellar was dug a passage way in which 
a train of powder was laid connecting 
with a mine under the railway. More 
wires were found behind the. wall paper. 
It is supposed that several persons were 
engaged in tho work. 

St. Pktersiiurc, Dec. 3.~"The oOi- 
cial account of the attempt to destroy 
tho imperial train on Monday night 
states that the explosion occurred as 
the baggage train was entering ihe 
Rogosh quarter of ^Moscow. The train 
was thrown off tho rails, and ono bag- 
gage van and two passenger carriages 
thrown right across tho line. The ox- 
plojion caused a gap in the permanent 
roadway four feet and eight inches 
deep, 16 feet long and: 18 feet broad.' ■

Emperor William sent a telegram to 
the czar congratulating him that the 
attempt to take his life was frustrated.

A BYLAW 

To Eecrulato tbo Sanitary Oon&ition of 
tho City of Victoria. 

Be it en.\ctk.d by the !Mayor;ind Coun- 
cil of the Corponitiou of tlu! City of Vic- 
torm aa follows: 

1. It shall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
py, OFBuH'or to bo occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless the following roquirc- 
mcnts are complied with, that is to say: 

(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic feet of space 
for each person occupying tho same. 

(b) Unless such room has a window 
made to open iu a manner approved

- -• -'Offlcor'of tho City. 
-^;.fc^ Unless there is uppiirtonant to such 
. room tho use of a water closet, earth 
; '"• ck'set or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tho s.atis- 
faction of tlio Board of Health or 
Health Officer of the City. 

2. Any person who lut.s, occupies, or 
knowingly sullcrs to bo occupied, any 
room contrai-y to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liable for every such of- 
fonco to a penalty Jiot o.Nccoding §50, in 
the discretion of any Justice of. the Peace 
before whom ho rniiy bo convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
the night, or the principal pa.'t of the 
night, shall bo doomed to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within tho moaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Whore two convictions against tho 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling liavo 
taken place within three months (whether 
tho persons bo convicted were or wore not 
thei same) any Justice of tho Peace may 

'direcftho closing of the room so occupied, 
or of the premises to which it belongs, for 
such time as he may deem necessary, oi 
may empower tho Board of Health or 
Health OfEcor of tho City permanently to 
close the same. 

6. This Bylaw may bo pited for all pur- 
poses as " Tho Dwellings Bylaw, 1879."

19th day of November, 1879.
